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The South the Land of Young Men. 
(From Leslie's Weekly.) 

The South has come inte its own again. 
A few years ago we were saying that the 
southerner was not and never could be 
a business man. Ever since the civil 
war the business of the south has been 
carried on by Yankees, Germans, Jews, 
and scattering Scots and English. The 
Jews, always alert in business, have 
been in the mapority in the retail trade. 
and. with Germans and Yankees have 
controlled the wholesale business, the fin- 
ancial institutions, and the manufac- 
tories. By a fallacy which time is dis- 
proving the failure of the native south- 
erner to achieve business success was set 
down to inherent lack of capacity. His 
failure was really due to causes CX- 
trinsic and accidental. 

At the close of the civil war, only the 
few Jewish residents of the south had 
much money. The southern soldier was 
not discharged when sent home to con- 
valesece from wounds and disease. Upon 
recoverey he was again in the ranks, He 
did not serve three months, nine months, 
two years. He served four years. The 
larger part of the men who fought in the 
southern army carried lead and disease 
ever after. It was this impoverished, 
discouraged, stricken people whom the 
outsider distanced in the race for money. 
Unused to commerce, the southerner not 
only saw the property represented by his 
slaves pass utterly away, and his lands 
ravaged and his houses burned, but he 
saw men alien to his region anticipate 
him in e dawning opportunities of .a 
tardily ret&rning prosperity. He became 
an onlooker in the land his blood had 
watered. Others garnered as a result of 
his impoverishment. 

But not so now. For the young south- 
erner is forging to the front so fast that 
now is more likely that he will 
crowd the strangers out than that they 
will seriously rival him. He has taken 
a leaf out of the book of his rivals, 
and by the tactics which have been 
at least as great a factor in their suc- 
cess as any other in arriving at prosper- 
ity. The southern tandem wedge is bor- 
ing holes’ in the lines of the opposition, 
The young southern men, often mere 
boys of twenty-one and twenty-two, are 
running the banks, the stores, the hotels, 
They are exploiting great tracts of land, 
feeding vast forests into the saw-mills, 
They are the railroad men, the promo- 
ters, the brokers. Oil wells gush at their 
behest, towns rise at their command. 
By men under thirty the greater part 
of the business of the south is now being 
done. The northerner who thinks of 
emigrating to the south because he be- 
lieves he can surpass the natives in bus- 
iness capacity, will find foemen worthy 
of his steel—keen, untiring, and full of 
the verve and enthusiasm of youth. The 
south is the new part,-the young part 
of our domain. The west has become 
staid and middle-aged. The young man 
has come to the front in the south, and 
with him the south comes into its own 
once more.

Arthur and asked him if he could tell 
him anything about General McLaws. 
Captain McArthur replied, ‘Yes, Mr. 
President, he is living about forty-five 
miles above Savannah trying, to make 
a living out of a farm. I understand his 
success is not what you might call filat- 
tering.” General Grant then said: “I feel 
kindly disposed toward McLaws; we were 
close friends in the old army and I am 
now in a position to do him a friendly 
turn. I have written him to that effect, 
but he has not answered my letter.”’ 

The delegation did not return the next 
day, as stated in vour article, but Cap- 
tain McArthur told me, in working all 
influences to grain their obpect, they 
were detained three weeks. A short time 
after the interview with the aldermanic 
delegation, it so hapened Genral Me- 
Laws stopped over in Washington. Gen- 
eral Grant met him abruptly in the ave- 
nue and familiarly saluted him, ‘Hello, 
McLaws, where did you come from?” Afe 
ter exchange of greetings General Grant 
said: “Old fellow, why did you not an- 
Swer my letter?’’ General McLaws gave 
some weak excuse, which General Grant 
refused. ‘‘Now,"’ he said, ‘‘ I want you 
to come up to the white house.”’ 

“When?” querried General McLaws. 

“Any time you select,” replied the 
president. “No, that wont’ do; your time 
is to precious for me to make the ap- 
pointment. I would rather leave that 
with you,” said General McLaws. 

“All right,’’ returned the president, 
“come to lunch tomorrow.”’ The next day 
the president was very busy, as your 
narrative correctly has it, but when Gen- 
eral McLaws’ card was brought in, he 
told the usher: “Show General Mc- 
Laws to our private parlor and let Mrs.

Principally on 
account of these escapes, the commission 
has been steadliy at work for the past 
six or eight Months in using its efforts 
to have the turpentine camps discon- 
tinued, and the men put at other em- 
ployment. 

“The staté now does its own guar“tng 
of all convicts whose labor is leased to 
private individuals, an® fhe lessees are 
in no wise responsible for escapes. Ag a 
matter of fact, we have $8 per cent more 
guards than under the old system, but 
under the present law the small pittance 
allowed for a guard’s salary precludes the 
possibility of the state’s obtaining a bet- 
ter service. 

“lt is the duty of every deputy warden, 
and he ds \so instructed, as soon as a 
prisoner escapes, to usé every effort in his 
power to regapture him. He must send 
telegrams fo All near-by points and postal 
cards throughout the entire state, giving 
a full and complete description of the 
convict and offering a reward of $50 for 
his recapture.
